An embarrassed British government dusted 
off its forbidding Official Secrets Act and it 
warned witnesses to silence, like a theater man- 
ager dropping the curtain on a stage accident. 
Asa result. the very, very few who might know 
were not saying, But last week some answers 
stood clear. 

What was Crabb up to, beneath the sleek 
cruiser Ordzhonikidze (pronounced, approxi- 
mately, Our Johnny Kids You)? 

The answer was to be found in the world’s 
admiralties, which for three years have buzzed 
with what the Russian navy has been doing. 
Russia has not bothered with battleships or 
aircraft carriers, She has concentrated on sub- 
marines (at least 400 units give her the world’s 
biggest submersible fleet) and on light cruisers 
of the Sverdiov class (they now have 14), 

The cruisers are near miracles. In 1953 the 
Sverdlov visited England to honor Elizabeth's 
coronation. On entering the labyrinthine ap- 
proaches of Portsmouth harbor, her captain 
turned down the conventional pilot's guidance, 
brought the 12,800-ton ship roaring in un- 

sisted, and skidded her almost like a hot rod 
into berth position. It took only an incredible 
12 minutes, and Royal Navy men gasped. 

When the Sverdlov returned to Portsmouth 
last fall on a goodwill visit, it is known that 
British frogmen went down surreptitiously and 
photographed her hull and installations, al- 
though it was never officially admitted 
that her younger sister ship the Ordzhoniki 
was back, it was hardly surprising that some- 
one might want another look, if only to see if 
anything new had been added. In a number of 
ways, Crabb was the man for the job.

Presently Crabb’s employer, Pendock, tele- 
phoned his biographer, Pugh, and said he felt 
that something might have happened to their 
mutual friend. Pugh was not worried. He knew 
Crabb of old, a man who disappeared from time 
to time ret missions, But mo 
ncern deepened. The two began 
trying to piece together the known facts, Pen- 
dock telephoned the old friend with whom 
Crabb convivially spent the evening of the 
18th, The friend, a navy man, in turn com- 
municated his worries to the Admiralty.

ion, after pointing out the discrepancy be- 
tween what Portsmouth Commander Burnett 
told the Russian admiral and what the British 
press had been publishing for days, i.e., that 
Crabb died while spying on the Ordzhoniki 

Five days later Prime Minister Eden d 
patched a brief reply which acknowledged it 
had apparently been Crabb carrying out “frog- 
man tests” who was seen. He ended with, “Her 
Majesty’s government express their regret for 
this incident,” in the stiff argot of diplomacy, 
an obeisant apology. On the same day Eden 
went before Parliament and, without revealing 
the apology had been dispatched, flatly told a 
hostile House of Commons that “it would not 
be in the public interest to disclose the circum- 
stances in which Commander Crabb was pre- 
sumed to have met his death.” He added sig- 
nificantly: “Appropriate disciplinary steps are 
being taken.” 

At quite another level an odd thing occurred 
about the 1955-dated check that Crabb was 
going to take up with Mr. Smith.” News of it 
had crept into the London Daily Mail which 
purposely reported the amount of the check 
incorrectly as £5, Now a woman with an Aus- 
trian or Swedish accent appeared at the store 
where Crabb had worked and paid the correct 
amount in cash—not £5 but £4 18s. 6d. She 
was followed by a Daily Mail reporter but when 
challenged broke away from him and lost him. 
She has not been traced. 

For days the volatile English press boiled. 
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Then last week a grim Eden went again before 
Parliament, listened to two hours of sarcasm 
and pointed questions, as well as an insulting 
motion to cut his own salary, then adamantly 
flung down the glove: “I have not one word 
more to say than [ announced on Wednesday.” 

Suddenly Parliament and all England recog- 
nized that Eden, who obviously had not known 
before, now knew what had happened under 
the Ordzhonikidze, and that whatever it was, 
its disclosure would not help the British cause 
or anyone on its side. Official action on the 
frogman mystery ended. 

But not the speculation. Theories were al- 
ready flying fast. Crabb, said some, had been 
killed or captured by the Russians. He had, oth- 
ers insisted, been working for the British gov- 
ernment. Both theories were probably wrong. 
If the Russians had done Crabb in, it would 
have been more logical for them simply to say 
nothing about the case. If the British Admiral- 
ty had really sponsored the venture, it would 
have used a younger and better-equipped frog- 
man. And Eden would not have been caught 
unaware by the incident.

Sukarno, who showed him- 
self to be a master of the kind of informality 
Americans like, vaulted out of Vice President 
Nixon's and walked along the curb hand- 
shaking the Washington crowds (“Dear moth- 
er,” he asked elderly Mrs. Lenore Coon, “may 
Tkiss you?” and he did). 

Not only by his smiling good fellowship but 
more by his eloquent address to the Con- 
gress did Sukarno establish strong bonds be- 
tween our republics—reminding us that his 
own is founded upon our revolutionary prin- 
ciples: “The shot heard round the world’ 
echoes still in the hearts of all who have re- 
cently won their independence, and it echoes 
still in the hearts of peoples who still struggle 
against their colonial bonds.” 

In the past Americans have often linked 
Sukarno’s brand of independent nationalism 
(“we do not equate nationalism with chau- 
vinism,” he cautions) with Nehru’s brand of 
“neutralism.” But Sukarno rejects neutralism: 
Indonesia will “never be neutral until man the 
world over is free.” 

Although Sukarno can, like Nehru, be ac- 
cused of underestimating the Communist men- 
ace to his nation, he turned the tables on 
this American criticism by reminding us that 
our own preoccupation with military Commu- 
nism has caused us to neglect many necessary 
works of free world development. Americans, 
he warned, cannot make “defeating Commu- 
nism” their only policy. They must also help 
his own country’s aim of “seeking a larger 
freedom for mankind.” 

Indonesia's state motto, Bhinneka Tunggal 
Ika, means “Unity in Diversity.” Amid the 
wide diversities of both our peoples, all Amer- 
icans will welcome the signs of unity brought 
us by President Sukarno, We salute him as a 
fellow democrat who talks the kind of language 
we ought to talk more ourselves.

Of such race supremacism, Graham has 
written: “The idea of the superiority of the 
Aryan-Nordic peoples . . . reached its high- 
est pretensions in the master racialism of 
German Nazism. . . . The Nazi theories of 
a master race were overthrown in the uni- 
versities by scientific and social studies and 
in the great religious communions which re- 
asserted more boldly the brotherhood of all 
men under the Fatherhood of one God.” 

Byrnes asserts that since the desegrega- 
tion decision, “confidence and trust have 
been supplanted by suspicion and distrust. 
... Only now do people living elsewhere

begin to comprehend the determination be- 
hind the dissent of the South.” But do 
Byrnes’s pronouncements do more to abate, 
or do more to exacerbate, the distrust? No 
sober American advocates a sudden, over- 
night mass influx of Negroes into white 
schools; all they ask, which is all the Court 
asked, is that a genuine beginning be made. 

Byrnes says the Court’s verdict is not 
justified in law. Plenty of northerners que: 
tion, on constitutional grounds, some of 
this Court’s other recent decisions. ‘The 
Court's position on segregation, however, 
is supported by its own reasoning plus the 
ultimate sanction of all our laws: it ac- 
cords with that higher moral law on which 
our founding philosophy is based. 

Atlanta’s George S, Mitchell, the white 
director of the Southern Regional Council 
who has labored long at improving inter- 
racial relations at community levels, says, 
©The innermost demand of the Negro peop! 
is recognition of equal human dignity. Any 
community which will contrive to recognize 
that, publicly and privately, will be notably 
rewarded. . . . And the towns where the 
Negro population becomes a participating 
force will get ahead; in industry, business 

nd culture. ... A few years from now em: 
issaries will come to some of these better 
towns, from the ones that stuck with south- 
ern tradition, and will ask: ‘What in the 
world did you do?’ The answer: ‘We just 
treated everybody human. And it worked.’ ” 


Not only humane reasons but sound eco- 
nomic ones require Southerners to tackle 
this problem with open minds and inquiring 
spirits. After a five-year study at Columbia 
University launched by General Eisenhower 
as its president, Eli Ginzberg has just pub- 
lished The Negro Potential which conclud 
“The time is near when the South will have 
to make a major decision. Negroes repre- 
sent approximately one-fourth of the popula- 
tion of the South, It is indeed questionable 
whether the South will be able to keep pace 
with the rest of the country if it continu 
ts most competent and best-trained 
. . The South will have to give 
up the luxury of maintaining segregation in 
the work place . . . if it is to strengthen its 
position in the never-ceasing competition 
for new plants. 

Such calls to reason will serve to rein- 
force the patience, moderation and compro- 
mise which the voices of the Grahams and 
the Mitchells are calmly preaching. These 
voices, not the doom-saying of Byrnes, be- 
fit the homeland of Thomas Jefferson. If 
their voices are a minority, their calm and 
common-sense appeal will yet be heard by 
sincere and thoughtful men: y 
yet swell the grander chorus of the Union.

MEMORIAL SONNETS connnueo 


‘VISION IN THE LANGUAGE 
OF FARM, CITY AND LOVE’ 


In an age when unintelligibility has been a fashion in poetry, Paul 
Engle’s sonnets are lucid; they read as though the poet had spent 
a long time examining and thinking about the world around him and 
not his own viscera. This Engle, 47, a onetime Rhodes 
scholar and now a professor of creative writing at the university, has 
lived most of his life in Iowa. ‘The words and images, sights and smells 
of the American Midwest run through all of his poetry. He has pub- 
lished eight books, among them The Word of Love, West of Midnight, 
Corn and American Song; June 5 Dial Press will publish another, 
which he has been writing and rewriting for a dozen years, called 
American Child. Although his views on the writing of poetry are by 
no means necessary to explain what he writes, they make an impor- 
tant introduction to 

“No special ‘poetic’ words exist, “In the midst of his 
elaborate Ode on a Grecian Urn, Keats used barnyard ‘heifer’ to 
name a sacred animal. Exactly right. When King Lear was most des- 
perate in the storm, an image out of indigestion to express 
the wrongness and illness of his own life and of nature. He looked up 
at the raining and thundering sky and shouted, ‘Rumble thy bellyful!” 
Sandburg calls a woman in loye a ‘pot-rassler.’ So in these sonnets 
it seemed right to use words that might have come to a Midwestern 
tongue—'They knew death as a family dog knows men, by wh 
touch, familiar smell...” 

But choice of words is far from enough. “When Scott Fitzg 
wrote in his journal, ‘Pull up your chair to the edge of the precipice, 
and I will tell you a story,’ he stated precisely the feeling all poetry 
should give: read the poem as if behind it were terrible depths, as if 
somehow the poet's firm insight kept you from falling into those 
pths, I don’t mean merely spooky depths, psychological terrors, but 
rather the depths which are not always evident in ordinary life. For 
anything can go into poetry. John Donne wrote about a louse and his 
mistress—in that order. Poetry is not rare episodes, but rare insight 
into daily events. The ordinary is lifted to its nth power.” 

And even with the right words and the right insight, the poet is 
lucky if he gets only a part of his meaning into a poem. “All poetry 
is an ordered voice, one which tries to tell you about a vision in the 
unyisionary language of farm, city and love. Writing is like this— 
you dredge for the poem’s meaning the way police dredge for a bod 
‘They think it is down there under the black water, they work th 
grappling hooks back and forth, But maybe it’s up in the hills under 
the leaves or in a ditch somewhere. Maybe it’s never found. But 
what you find, whatever you find, is always only part of the miss- 
ing, and ig is the way the poet finds out what it is he found.”

HOW STUMPING KEFAUVER 


STUMPS THE PROS 


Faith that his touch with the people is the touch of destiny drives him on his backbreaking grind 
by ROBERT COUGHLAN 


'HE U.S. senator’s cordial smile faded and a look almost of pain 

crossed his face. “Oh, Kefauver,” he said pensively, and tilted 
back in his chair. He said, “Well, I've known him for a long time. 
He’s still an enigma to me, He's the most and the least. He’s the best 
handshaker and the worst handshaker. He sticks that big paw of his 
out like an Indian club and gives a little pump or two and half the 
time he’s looking out somewhere in left field. But evidently it does 
something to people—some kind of a charge comes through. He's the 
best speaker and the worst speaker. He mumbles and he stammers 
and he loses his place and backtracks. If I ever made a talk like that 
Td think I ought to get out of politics. But the audience sits there on 
the edge of their chairs just pulling for him to get over the hurdle 
and on to the point. They're mentally helping him. 

“He's an introvert-extrovert,” the senator went on, warming to his 
topic. “He's the shy, silent type who can’t stand not to be around peo- 
ple. He's a modest kind of fellow with an ego as big as a barrel. He 
wants advice, he'll always listen to you politely —and then do exactly 
what he wants to, He’s high pressure-low pressure. He talks slow, he 
moves slow and he seems to think slow. But he can cover more 
ground in a campaign than anybody I ever heard of. He’s the best 
politician and the worst. He knows how to get voters to vote for him 
but so far he hasn’t got a sin nator supporting him, not a single 
governor, and only a few members of the House. So what if he does 
come into the convention with a lot of delegates from those primaries 
—where’s he going to pick up strength on the second or third ballot? 
He’s been too busy running for President to make the right impression 
on a lot of people who count. It looks like 1952 all over again. 

or waved his arms in a gesture of half-amused puzzlement. 
“But he must think he knows what he’s doing,” he went on. “He 
has a good mind, a keen wit, he’s a good lawyer. He's well grounded 
on information and history. He's taken some very courageous posi- 
tions on issues, especially on civil rights and desegregation. There’s 
no doubt that he’s a sincere liberal, and his record puts him way over 
to the left in the Democratic party. But he doesn’t stop to think of 
practicalities. He’s all for the Big Idea and let’s work it out later. OF 
course, working things out—things like the farm bill—is dull, hard, 
and tedious and not spectacular. Estes prefers the showy projects. 
‘The crime hearings, juvenile delinquency. Something to keep him in 
front of the public. A lot of people have felt he was just using his 
Senate seat as a way-station to help him to the White House. 

“What kind of a President would he make? He has a great talent 
for putting himself in the underdog position. He’s always the cham- 
pion of the ‘little man’ against the ‘interests’ and he likes to protect 
the voter against the wicked politicians who are cooking things up in 
some smoke-filled room and fixing to betray him.” The senator threw 
his head back in loud, sardonic mirth. “So it’s hard to picture him as 
the top dog. But I expect he'd get along all right. The power and posi- 
tion would make him responsible. That's been the history of American 
politics. The party doesn’t want him, the leaders have no use for him, 
but they'd close ranks behind him if they had to. Only if they had to. 

“T'm afraid I haven’t helped,” the senator said, rising and shaking 
his head as if to clear it of mental cobwebs. “I’ve been inexact, diffuse 
and disconnected. But that’s the effect he has on me. I'll tell you one 
thing, though. Don’t underestimate him. Whatever he’s got, it works 
with voters. You'd better go and watch it. And if you figure out what 
it is—don’t forget to let me know!”

The counterman looked him over in astonishment, turned and 
yelled toward the back room, “Hey, Ma, here’s a guy says he’s run- 
for President—and he ain’t kidding! 
he lay inert, the rawboned face smoothed by sleep, the big 
hands limp in his lap; emphatically still running, emphatically still 
not kidding. It was still surprising, and the implicit question still re- 
mained, “Why? What brings him here, against such odds, on this 
self-inflicted ordeal?

The basic facts seemed to supply lit- 
tle nourishment for the biggest dream 
in the world. But beyond and even 
apart from the facts, of course, lay a 
living personality. Who was he? What 
was in the farther background? 

He had been christened “Carey Es- 
tes” but dropped the too-alliterative 
first name. The “Estes,” his mother’s 
name, was the anglicized form of D'Este, 
and her father was descended remotely 
from the D’Este family who adorned 
the political and artistic history of Ren- 
aissance Italy. The American branch 
settled early in Virginia and contrib- 
uted three soldiers to the Revolution. 

“Kefauver,” a troublesome name po- 
litically because of its obscure pronun- 
ciation (President Truman, who dis- 
liked the senator in 1952, sometimes 
referred to him as “Senator Cow Fe- 
ver”), is a French version of the orig- 
inal German “Kefober.” The American 
line started when two French Hugue- 
not brothers left Alsace-Lorraine about 
1750 and settled in Maryland. The Rev. 
J. P. Kefauver came to Madisonville 
from Virginia in 1861 to fill the pul- 
pit of the First Baptist Church there. 
He was Estes’ paternal grandfather, 
a circuit-riding, Rrelfre and-brimstone 
preacher who is remembered for the 
force of his character and the length of 
his sermons. Phredonia Estes came to 
visit a cousin who had married one of 
“Elder” Kefauver’s sons, and stayed to 
marry the younger son, Robert Cooke Kefauver. Phredonia and Cooke, 
as he was known, had three girls and two boys. The older boy was 
Robert and the other, two years younger, was Estes. 

Here, then, to start with, was a genealogical and social matrix that 
could be expected to produce a useful citizen: the blending of vigor- 
ous blood lines, the responsible, moral and middle-class tradition and 
the strong-rooted little town itself (only about 800 people then). E: 
took part in the usual diversions of a small boy in a small tow 
well enough in school, tended his chores and always had a project or 
two for making money such as raising chickens. He seemed intelligent 
without being intellectual, industrious without being overearnest, 
good-natured without being gregarious—in short, as normal as blue- 
berry pie, Everyone thought well of him; no one predicted anything 
exceptional for him. 

Nevertheless, there were special influences at work which may have 
been decisive. Monroe County, like much of eastern Tennessee, was 
strongly Republican. Cooke Kefauver was a Democrat. But he became 
mayor of Madisonville (and was re-elected four times) in spite of the 
political fashion because his neighbors liked him and respected him 
for his personal merits. In the 1912 presidential campaign he stumped 
the county for Woodrow Wilson, traveling spectacularly from one 
crossroads settlement to another in his 1909 Ford, the only auto- 
mobile in the county. Robert and Estes, 11 and 9, usually went with 
him, and while Cooke was haranguing the farmers the boys busily 
tacked up Wilson posters on the fences and telephone poles. 

Kefauver was asked recently when the idea of running for the pres- 
idency had come to him. He thought for a moment and said wi 
small serious smile, "The idea goes back to the time I was helping 
my daddy elect Woodrow Wilson.” 

If Cooke’s example taught him independence and perseverance, 
Phredonia’s taught him the personal kindliness and gentleness of 
manner that were equally to mark him afterward. “Miss Donie” (who 
died in 1948) is remembered as a woman of dis ished brunet beau- 
ty and of energy, intelligence and charm. She had pride of family, 
and she was ambitious for her sons. Her standards of conduct were 
firm and her personality was strong: she ran a disciplined household. 
But she lived by the larger Christian virtues which were summarized, 
Estes believes, in words she once wrote in his scrapbook: “Leave no 
tender word unsaid. Do good while life shall last.” 

Cooke was in the hardware and real estate business besides run- 
ning a large farm, and also, while Estes was still a young child, had 
built the town’s only hotel. It turned out to be a poor investment, 
too big and “modern” —"“‘It even had bells in every room,” one still 
awestruck older citizen remembers—to make a profit. But this place

at first, Kefauver finally remembered to ask for the offic 


influenced Estes’ choice of a career. 
When circuit court was in session at 
the old red brick courthouse nearby, 
the lawyers from out of town would 
stay there, and after court adjourned 
they would sit around trading stories 
and discussing the day's work. To the 
small boy they seemed quite glamor- 
ous, with their city clothes and their 
talk of far places like Knoxville. The 
respected grandfather for whom he-was. 
named was a lawyer too; the law must 
be a fine thing. He had decided by the 
age of 5 or 6, as Cooke recalls, that he 
would be a lawyer when he grew u 

He was a big, rugged boy, and he 
soon overtook “his brother Robert in 
size. They were best friends, always to- 
gether. One day in the summer of 1914 
when the brothers were 13 and 11, they 
and some other boys went swimming 
in the Tellico River near Madisonville. 
They decided to race across the river. 
Estes reached the other side when he 
became aware of shouts and the sounds 
of a struggle behind him—Robert was 
drowning. The others managed to pull 
him to shore while Estes frantically 
raced back, They used artificial respira- 
tion until he began to breathe again, 
but he remained unconscious. They 
carried him home, where he died in 
convulsions some days later. 

Estes seemed stunned by the trag- 
edy. For months he had no interest 
in anything but reading and stayed as 
much as he could in his room. He recovered eventually to appear 
much as before, but with a new degree of reflectiveness and reserve, 
and, it has been suggested by friends, with a sense of dedication. He 
was now the only son. Phredonia, as she revived from her sorrow, 
concentrated her hopes and ambitions as well as her deepest affection 
om Hid MaGh ot 'WERt heen later ubrany balericeed anit & 
sense an attempt to compensate to her and Cooke for Robert's loss, 
and perhaps even a kind of payment to Robert himself. 

It was during the next few years, at any rate, that the first signs 
of unusual qualities appeared. In high school Estes got generally good 
grades, was on the debating team, played center on the basketball team 
and centerfield on the baseball team, and became secretary-treasurer 
of his senior class and editor of the year book. He was already over 
six feet tall and strongly built. His nickname was “Big Bill.” When 
he graduated, a classmate handed him a “friendship book” to sign. 
There a space where he was also supposed to write down his am- 
bition in life. Estes wrote, “To be President.” 
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HE plane landed at Tampa just before dawn, Senator Kefauver 

lifted his eye-mask, rubbed his hands over his face as if to reset 
it for the day, and said mildly, “So, here we are.” He took’ off 
his soft slippers, leaned over stiffly to slip into his shoes, tied the 
laces slowly, and then followed the rest of the group into the 
brightening twilight. 

Down south at Key West, doubtless still in bed at this unrewarding 
hour, were Adlai Stevenson and his similar retinue of assistants and 
reporters. It was a few weeks since the great Minnesota upset. Flor- 
ida was the next big primary in which the two candidates would be 
matched directly, and the outcome would be extremely important. A 
clear-cut win for Stevenson would indicate that Minnesota had been 
a freak of politics, while another such heavy loss would perhaps be 
fatal. For his part, Kefauver needed a good showing to maintain the 
legend that he was the people’s choice and to prove that he could get 
votes in the South despite his opposition to the southern conserva- 
tive point of view. Stevenson would be ing the Tampa-St. Peters- 
burg area the next day. Thus, for the moment, one of the great po- 
litical dramas of the times was localized, and there was a sense that 
history could be made here. 

At Winter Haven, a small inland city which would be the base for 
the present trip, the Kefauver party boarded a shiny, air-conditioned, 
chartered bus decorated with a big sign, “Kefauver Special,” and many 
small signs bearing such messages as “Florida Wants Kefauver” and 
“Dixie Wants Kefauver.” The first stop was Florida Southern College, 
where a capacity audience was waiting in the school auditorium. 
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Kefauver talked about foreign policy. The Republican policies, 
he said, had been slow to respond to the change in Russia’s tactics, 
The Russians, he predicted, had not changed their goal, which was 
to communize the world, only their methods. He had visited Russia 
last summer and talked with Khrushchev and Bulganin. The for- 
mer was direct and shrewd, the latter charming, with twinkling 
eyes and an affable smile. They mi od team. Moscow had 
many fine buildings, and the Moscow subway was a work of art, 
but all this was window dressing to awe and impress the people. 
He was glad to be at Southern Florida College and he thanked 
them for giving him this hear 

The speech contained nothing that could have been news to any 
of the students or faculty members, but they applauded cordially 
at the end, and afterward, out on the lawn, thronged around to 
shake his hand. Kefauver’s expression was pleasant but rather 
abstracted, like a man who had set himself a certain budget of work 
and was fulfilling it; the quick grasp, the one-two pump, the mo- 
mentary glance at the face that went with the hand and a “Hello” 
or “How are you,” then the next person. One wondered what 
human, emo al contact could have bi made in these two or 
th seconds, But the students. coming off the line like freshly 
labeled jars at a pickle packer’s, seemed pleased and even somehow 
triumphant; now and then one held up his right hand and exhib- 
ited it grinningly to the crowd, One could imagine bins of letters at 
the campus post office that night, addressed to hundreds of places 
in the state, all beginning, “Dear Mom and Dad—Today I shook 
hands with Senator Kefauver.” And, in turn, the mothers and 
fathers mentioning this in the nei; ‘hood, at the office, at the 
grocery store, in the sidewalk conversations after church. Thou- 
sands of people would be given, however remotely, a sense of 
personal identification with him and would carry it with them 
into the polling booth. 

All day long the Kefauver Special rumbled along the highways, 
stopping now and again at the little towns where Kefauver walked 
the streets, shaking hands with whoever happened along, dropping 
in at shoe stores, soda fountains, banks, newspaper offices, de- 
partment stores with his solemn, straightforward little message, 
“T hope you'll vote for me,” or “I'll appreciate your help.” His 
presence caused few signs of excitement or enthusiasm. Most of 
the people smiled and looked at him with more curiosity than 
warmth, and some seemed rather embarrassed. Yet, following in 
his wake and asking what they thought of him, one found an 
almost uniformly favorable response. “He's sincere.” “He's a 
good, honest American,” ‘He’s not a showman, he’s real down to 
earth.” “There's nobody behind him.” “He’s not too proud to 
come and meet the common people.” Now and again there were 
echoes of what, back in Washington, could have been identified 
as a political issue. “He’s against monopolies.” “He’s in favor of 
the small farmer.” But the responses were basically in terms of 
emotions.

This was a conservative popu- 
lati . as Kefauver spoke, were attentive, sober and 
at random among them afterward, one 
heard remarks such as, “He hit some important points” and ‘He 
doesn’t promise more than he can deliver,” and—again and again

sincere man,” And another, meaningful refrain—‘‘He doesn’t talk 
over people's heads.” 

Therein evidently lay the answer. It was not the content so 
much as the manner that had registered. As a perceptive student 
of politics, Richard Nixon, once observed: “It’s fundamental in 
politics and it’s a matter of intuition—trust. If the people trust a 
man, it doesn’t matter much what he does or says.” Kefauver’s 
very defects as a speaker—the slow delivery, the occasional stam- 
mer and groping for words (always the simplest words). the modest 
tone with its lack of emphasis ing even bold and contentious 
things and its faint sugarings of rural southernisms (“futher ” for 
“further,” “hep” for “help”). the plain, guileless face and dogged 
stance at the rostrum—all this gave a semi-amateur flavor to his 
performance and lent reasonableness to what he said. Here, ob- 
viously, was no “slick politician” but a man of Lincolnian sim- 
plicity—and, since he was a bona fide candidate for the pre: 
dency, a man of perhaps other Lincolnian qualities. For such an 
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assumption was easily, almost automatically, made: a man “big 
enough to run for President must be a big man.” 

When the evening speech was over, and after Kefauver had 
shaken the hand of every lingering member of the audience, one 
of his local supporters suggested there was still time to stop in at 
a rally for county Democratic candidates that was going on at the 
ball park. With a police car in the lead, the Kefauver Special 
rolled urgently toward the scene. But the rally was over—only a 
few dozen stragglers remained, Kefauver moved among them, en- 
veloping them, adding them to the day’s bag. The bus returned to 
Lakeland and dropped anchor at a little all-night restaurant. Ke- 
fauver shook hands with the few voters at the tables, moved to the 
counter to shake hands with the waitresses, onde ered coffee, and 
then saw a Miami newspaper on the counter. A big headline said, 
11's \ NEW ADLAL IN FLORIDA, He picked it up and read raptly. 

Soon the highway patrolman who had led the abortive sortie to 
the ball park appeared with the news that there was a big crowd at 
a Passion Play a few miles outin the country. Kefauver’s secretary, 
Lucile Myers, objected, “But Senator, you're tired. You haven't 
had any sleep for nights now. Your eyes are getting red.” He hesi- 
tated, his face sad and pufly with fatigue. Then: “Well, let’s go 
over for just a few minutes.” “Oh, my goodness!” Miss Myers 
muttered in disgust. 


‘It’s a slow, hard way...” 


Y the time the Kefauver Special reached the rural amphithea- 

ter the play was over and the last cars were driving away. A 
few lights still shone in the parking lot. Kefauver descended from 
the bus hopefull about and peering into the gloom. 
eral teen-age boye came running up to investigate the shiny bus and 
the tall figure roaming forlornly near it. Kefauyer shook their 
hands and jokingly asked if they would vote for him. With great 
glee they agreed. “Remember now, I'm counting on you to help 
me,” he called, climbing back into his seat. 

‘The Kefauver Special wheeled around, emerged onto the dark 
highway, and settled on the long ride back to Winter Haven. Ke- 
fauver put on his eye mask and his soft slippers. He shouldered his 
seat back as far as it would go, propped his long legs on the top of 
the next seat forward so that the slippered feet dangled in space, 
and let his arms fall to his sides, There was exhaustion in every 
line of the figure; the slippered feet wobbled inertly with the 
bumps in the highway; he was asleep. 

One thought of a remark one of his campaign workers had made 
earlier. “It’s a slow, hard way to be President.” 


“T never have gotten things on a silver platter. I’m not a silver 
platter candidate.” —Senator Estes Kefauver. 

Relevant or not to the issues of the times, the statement has the 
elementary virtue of being true. It had been a slow, hard way 
most of the way from Madisonville. He had arrived in 1920 at the 
University of Tennessee with a straw suitcase and a suit that shim- 
mered between red and green: ‘'—just about the most ‘country 
boy’ you ever saw,” a schoolmate remembers. A cousin managed 
to get him into a fraternity, Kappa Sigma, and the members began 
to polish him. The peculiar suit was taken out to be pressed and 
came back with the seat of the pants scorched by the marks of a 
big flatiron. Little by little, under the supervision of the upper- 
classmen, he got a new wardrobe and new social manners. Even- 
tually he became editor of the school newspaper, president of his 
class, president of the All-Student Club, and president of the 
Southern Federation of College Students. He was an athlete, too, 
a high jumper, shot putter, and champion discus thrower on the 
track team and finally captain of the team. He had a harder time 
at football, but he kept at it doggedly until he made the varsity 
his junior year as a tackle. He played every minute his last year 
and got to be known on the sports pages as “Old Ironsides.” 

He worked in the summers to help pay his way. The jobs were 
mostly hard, muscle-building ones in the coal mines and lumber 
camps and they left him, he has said, permanently sympathetic 
foward ides’ of Bettas pay and conditions for working men. After 
he graduated he coached high school athletics and taught math 
for a year at Little Rock, Ark., then went to Yale for his law de- 
gree. With his savings, and the money he earned washing dishes, 
tutoring, clerking in a bookstore and firing furnaces, he got by 
with almost no help from home. He graduated in 1927 in the top 
quarter of his class. 

The same qualities of surface amiability and driving purpose 
that had made him a success in school served him equally well in 
the law. One of his former partners has said, ““Keef was one of the 
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best trial lawyers we ever had in Chattanooga. When he went into 


court on a case he not only knew what his witnesses were going to 
—he knew what the witnesses on the other side were going to 
ry. He had talked to all of them. He handled a jury like a country 
man. He would establish himself as a country boy, then lead the 
jury along. He used language the jurors could understand, He was 
very tenacious in getting the facts across.” 
Honors as well as a good deal of money soon began to come to 
him. He became East Tennessee vice president of the state bar 
neiation, a Rotarian, chairman of a citywide group to attract 
new industry, and a leading member of a civic reform group called 

The Volunteers.” In 1935 he interrupted this blooming career 
and a lively bachelor life to pay court to Nancy Pigott, a charming, 
green-eyed, red-haired girl who had arrived from Scotland to visit 
her mother’s sister (her parents, though they lived abroad, were 
both Americans by birth). Determination again won; he followed 
her to New York when she left and later to Scotland, where they 
were married, But soon he was back in the thick of the Volunteers’ 
form movement, pressing for the adoption of a city manager 
form of government. 
Quite clearly, he was ripe for the beginnings of a larger public 
areer. He ran for the state senate in 1938 and was defeated, But 
he had found an admirer in the new governor, Prentice Cooper, 
who asked him to become state tax commissioner. Kefauver re 
organized the office and pushed some tax reforms through the 
legislature, then returned to his law practice with general kudos for 
good work. Not long afterward Sam McReynolds, the district 
congressman for eight terms, 
died. It was not necessary for 
anyone to point out to Kefauver 
his correct course. He won the

Kefauver served nine years in 
the House. He was not a distin- 
guished congressman, but on the

and besides, as Kefauver has recalled, he had “a feeling” that the 
machine could be beaten and that he was the man to do it. The 
“feeling”’—what one of his aides calls “his ninth sense about 
politics” —prevailed. 

The later Kefauver, the political maverick of 1952 and 1956 
whose actions his colleagues find so hard to understand, is to a 
very large extent the product of this campaign. It produced a trade- 
mark, a method, and apparently also a mystique which were to 
mark him from then onward. The trademark came about when Mr. 
Crump called him a Communist sympathizer and likened him to a 
thieving raccoon. Charles Neece, Kefauver’s campaign manager, 
promptly turned the blow by having his candidate put on a coon- 
skin cap and announce, “I may be a coon, but I’m not Mr. Crump’s 
pet coon.” The method, which was to transform the handshake 
from a political amenity to a dreadnaught weapon, seems to have 
been inspired mainly by Silliman Evans, publisher of the Nash- 
ville Tennessean. Evans, a wise old student of politics, told him to 
go out and introduce himself to 500 people a day or, as the magic 
words have also been remembered, “shake hands with 50,000 peo- 
ple between now and election.” Kefauver had always used the 
close-in, personalized, handshaking approach in his campaigns, 
but now he applied himself to it with a relentlessness that took 
him into every county and up and down the remote country roads 
to touch palms with more than the suggested 50,000 people. When 
lhe won—so some of his friends suggest—the lesson had the im- 
pact on him of revealed truth. He had been an underdog, but he 
had physically “taken his cause to the people” and had found his 
strength among them. He had gambled heavily on his “feeling” 
that he could beat a theoretically unbeatable machine—and he had 
succeeded. Political organizations were important (and he would 
afterward build a good one in Tennessee) but they need not stand 
in the way of destiny. And he had acquired a sense of destiny. As 
one friend has put it, “Estes feels he’s inevitable.” 

It was Philip Graham, publisher of the Washington Post, who 
next appeared as destiny’s assistant. A Post series on the under- 
world made Graham believe the subject needed congressional in- 
vestigation and he thought of Senator Kefauver as a good man to 
handle it. The inquiry, as Graham realized, might well uncover 
connections between racketeering and some state and local politi- 
cal machines, and the reformist, liberal, independent Kefauver— 
the man who beat the Crump machine”—would be well cast. 
Kefauver himself took some selling on the idea, but once he had 
the job he went at it with a thoroughness and impartiality that 
won him the respect of his commi' colleagues and of the nation. 
He had already made a good reputation in the Senate as one of 
the new, rising generation of Southern liberals: a Fair Dealer across 
the board, and a strong internationalist who went even beyond his 
lparty’s doctrine to embrace the ideas of Atlantic Union. Now he 
became one of the real stars of the Senate in the public estimation. 
‘Time called him one of the ten hest senators; Washington report- 
lers voted him second best (they put Paul Douglas first) and called 
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KEFAUVER conriwueo 


him “bright, able, courageous . . . puts patriotism above politics.
